About SO coal 
miners 
met death 


when a .spark from an electric wire 
ignited three car> of powder stand- 
ing in a tunnel at the entrance of 
the Hudson Company coal mine near 
here today. 


Forty-nine men escaped death and 


those with 
serious injuries 
were 


rushed to a hospital. Of this num- 
ber eleven are reported dying. 


The accident 
occurred 
as 
the 


men were going 
to work. The ex- 


plosion, 
while 
not of great force, 


caused sheet.- of flames to envelop 
the miner*. Many were burned be- 
yond recognition while others were 
smothered to death. 


Some of 'the bodies were found in 


a trench of water running along the 
. side of the tunnel.

Indianapolis, June 3.—Noted ranch- 


owners, cowboys and cowgrils are ar- 
riving here in considerable numbers 
daily for the First Annual Roundup 
to be staged at the State Fair Ground 
on June 9, '10 and 11. World champ- 
ions in the riding and roping sports 
and pastimes of the ranch and range 
are already here to defend their titles 
in competition for thousands o£ dol- 
lars in cash prizes. 


The Round-Up, or "rodeo," will 


have a program very similar to that 
of the world-famed Round-Ups staged 
annually 
at 
Cheyenne, Wyoming; 


Pendleton, Oregon, and Las Vegas, 
New Mexico. 
It will be under the 


management and direction of .Tex 
Austin, well-known Las Vegas ranch- 
man who has been engaged by Murat 
Temple, Nobles and the Mystic Shrine 
to insure an enormous success. The 
Indianapolis 
Shriners 
decided 
to 


stage the rodeo here as the principal 
out-door feature of entertainment for 
the 4.ritb annual convention of the 
Imperial Council, and on tlw recom- 
mendation of members who had vis- 
ited the western contests they chose 
Austin to manage it. 


Open to Public. 


Because extensive grounds are nec- 


essary to stage the fast and specta- 
cular performance, the Shriners de- 
cided to open the gates to the entfre 
public. The advance sale of .tickets 
in the first few days was so heavy 
that erection of addition grandstands 


are just from the ranges. Jim Whit- 
more is a noted sportsman famed for 
his chuckwagon dinners which he 
prepares and superintends the cook- 
ing of himself. 


Contests Real Sport. 


"It Is difficult for the Easterner 


who has not been so fortunate as to 
have seen a real contest to realize 
that bronk riding, steer roping anJ 
riding and bulldogging are things 
that he has never seen," Captain New- 
ton Harding, recently of the army and 
now instructor in military training 
in the Indianapolis high school, said 
today in conversation with leading 
Shriners. "He has seen the wild west 
stuff and finds it hard to believe that 
the best in the world are not with 
them. Hut I was with two of the two 
leading wild west shows as arena rti- 
rector for six years, and I wuuld like 
nothing better than to see some of 
the best that we had try to ride the 
great outlaw horses that Manager 
Austin has here for the Round-Up. I 
am frank to say that we had good 
riders, but few indeed who would 
have a chance against the ranch tal-

l» Not "Wild West." 


"One question I had been frequent 


ly asked is why the shows do not 
have the best. There are several rea- 
sons why they do not. The contest 
rider may be a ranchman or a cow- 
hand, but above all he is a Wusterner 
and be loves a West; he can make 
more in contest prizes in two or three 
months and still live in the West, than 
he could make with a traveling show- 
in a year. The animals used in the 
wild west show are stage-broke and 
while a bucking horse is a bucking 
horse, and it takes a great deal to 
make him anything else, the real un 
tamable, outlaw animals are not. found 
very often anywhere other than in 
the contests. 


"The reason is plain—the showman 


must have a horse that will buck 
some, but not too much; he doesn't 
want

"Steer roping brings into play ac- 


curacy and dexterity under any cir- 
cumstances, but when'you are trying 
to catuh a wild Mexican critter there 
is a distinct element of danger in the 
sport. The animal is fleet-footed and 
will not hesitate to attack horse and 
rider if he is not fairly caught and 
thrown on the first attempt. 
Goat 


roping is an interesting and amusing 
pastime, lacking' in the elements of 
danger but calling for the greatest 
skill in throwing the lariat. The lit- 
tle animals dodge about and only an 
expert will attempt to lasso one. 


"Steer bulldogging," continued Cap- 


tain Harding, "is probably the most 
dangerous and sensational of all the 
cowboy sports. It takes the coolest 
judgment and great strength to tackle 
bare hand a wild steer and get the 
hold that will bring the animal quick- 
ly to the ground. 
More accidents 


have occurred in steer bulldogging 
than in any other of the contests. The 
trick and fancy roping and riding in 
the contest bring out the highest skill 
in .those diversions. Riding wild 
horses is exciting sport as the rider' 
does not know how to keep the ani- 
mal on a dead line. This is decidedly 
a comedy event, ranking in its fun- 
making possibilities with the potato- 
race on horseback and with the goat 
roping
